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DISARMAMENT 

An  Appeal  to  Friends 

As  the  Quaker  group  present  at  the  U.N. 
Fourteenth  General  Assembly,  we  have  follow- 
ed with  deep  concern  the  discussions  on  disarm- 
ament and  the  cessation  of  nuclear  testing.  The 
proposals  made  in  the  opening  days  of  the  As- 
sembly by  Mr.  Lloyd  of  the  United  Kingdom, 
calling  for  “comprehensive  disarmament”  and  by 
Mr.  Khruschev  of  the  USSR,  calling  for  “general 
and  complete  disarmament”  gave  the  consider- 
ations a new  and  fundamental  dimension.  We 
have  noted  the  suggestion  of  Mr.  Lodge  of  the 
United  States  that  the  United  Nations  Disarm- 
ament Commission  might  examine;  (1)  the  type 
of  international  police  force  that  should  be  estab- 
lished, given  general  disarmament,  (2)  the  prin- 
ciples of  international  law  that  should  govern  the 
use  of  such  a force,  and  (3)  the  type  of  internal 
security  forces  that  should  be  maintained  in 
each  country  under  general  disarmament. 

We  believe  the  resolution  drafted  by  the 
United  States  and  the  Soviet  Union,  sponsored 
by  all  eighty-two  members,  and  adopted  un- 
animously by  the  Assembly,  reflects  a funda- 
mental conviction  widely  held  in  member  states 
in  declaring  that  “the  question  of  general  and 
complete  disarmament  is  the  most  important 
one  facing  the  world  today.”  The  resolution  pro- 
vides for  the  transmission  to  the  new  ten-nation 
committee  of  the  proposals  made  in  the  Assem- 
bly with  “the  hope  that  measures  leading  to- 
ward the  goal  of  general  and  complete  disarm- 
ament under  effective  international  control  will 
be  worked  out  in  detail  and  agreed  upon  in  the 
shortest  possible  time.”  This  new  committee  is 
composed  of  the  United  States,  the  United 
Kingdom,  France,  Canada  and  Italy,  and  USSR, 
Poland,  Czechoslovakia,  Rumania  and  Rulgaria. 

Our  group  has  also  followed  with  great  in- 
terest the  concern  of  Ireland,  endorsed  by  the 
Assembly,  over  the  dangers  inherent  in  an  in- 
crease in  the  number  of  states  possessing  nuclear 
weapons. 

In  our  discussions  we  have  raised  the  (|ues- 
tion,  which  we  now  share  with  Friends,  as  to 
whether  substantial  progress  on  disarmament 
can  be  made  with  out  the  participation  in  the 
negotiations  of  the  Peoples’  Republic  of  China. 

We  are  impressed  with  the  sobering  jier- 
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plexity  of  the  problems  to  be  faced  by  those 
who  will  attempt  to  negotiate  a general  disarm- 
ament agreement.  It  is  obvious  that  not  even  the 
most  persistent  effort  and  the  most  carefully  de- 
vised plan  can  suceed  without  the  determined 
support  of  that  ever  larger  group  of  people  who 
see  in  the  race  to  stockpile  intercontinental  bal- 
listic weapons  an  approach  to  the  ultimate  in 
both  national  and  international  insecurity. 

Mindful  of  the  close  relationship  between 
the  success  of  the  negotiations  presently  being 
conducted  in  Geneva  by  the  United  States,  the 
United  Kingdom  and  the  USSR  in  an  effort  to 
achieve  an  agreement  for  the  cessation  of  nuclear 
testing  and  the  ten-nation  disarmament  neg- 
otiations due  to  begin  in  Geneva  in  the  early 
spring,  we  have  welcomed  the  renewed  appeals 
at  this  session  of  the  Assembly  for  a continued 
voluntary  discontinuance  of  nuclear  testing  and 
the  request  to  France  to  refrain  from  such  tests. 

We  appeal  to  Friends,  who  are  already,  we 
believe,  under  a deep  concern  in  these  matters, 
prayerfully  to  take  up  a special  responsibility, 
and  to  join  with  all  men  of  good  will,  in  helping 
to  create  a climate  which  will  encourage  the 
success  of  these  important  negotiations.

THE  CENTER  OF  THE  MEETING 

This  is  part  of  the  New  Year’s  Message  prepared  b\’ 
the  Committee  on  Ministry  and  Counsel  of  the  Palo  Alto 
Monthly  Meeting.  It  was  sent  by  Julia  Brinkman,  1430 
Middlefield  Rd.,  Palo  Alto,  Calif. 

Friends  meeting  for  worship  is  based  neither 
on  silence  nor  on  ministry,  but  on  quiet  waiting 
for  the  Presence.  Silence  is  not  a value  in  itself, 
but  is  a means  of  calming  the  senses,  of  putting 
the  perplexities  and  pressures  of  our  daily  lives 
into  a different  perspective,  and  of  gathering 
ourselves  and  others  in  communion  with  the 
Eternal  Spirit.  We  wait  upon  the  Lord  and  hope 
that  it  may  be  vouchsafed  to  us  to  experience 
the  Inner  Light. 

The  discussion  of  public  affairs  is  out  of  i^lace 
in  the  meeting  for  worship.  At  this  time  it  is  our 
duty  and  our  pri\  ilege  to  la\'  aside  our  personal 
burdens,  and  even  the  work  we  feel  commis- 
sioned by  Him  to  do,  knowing  that  we  shall  re- 
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turn  to  our  appointed  tasks,  refreshed  in  spirit 
and  renewed  in  eourage  and  comprehension  by 
His  gracious,  all-transforming  power.  The  true 
ministry  we  bear  to  one  another  in  meeting  for 
worship  may  be  either  vocal  or  silent.  When  an 
individual  is  moved  by  the  Spirit  to  share  a 
revelation  that  has  come  to  him  out  of  the 
silence,  he  should  express  it  with  brevity  and 
humility. 

Those  who  listen  should  receive  the  message 
not  in  the  attitude  of  critical  evaluation,  but  of 
humble  receptiveness,  seeking  the  thought  be- 
hind the  words,  and  holding  the  speaker  in  love, 
even  though  the  message  may  appear  trivial.  It 
is  well  when  a message  has  been  given  to  allow 
time  for  it  to  enter  the  deeper  consciousness  of 
the  group.  When  one  message  follows  another 
immediately,  without  time  to  return  to  the  basis 
of  Reality,  the  speaker  may  be  voicing  his  own 
reactions  rather  than  expressing  thoughts  that 
have  come  to  him  through  God.  We  should  also 
remember  that  sometimes  a message  springing 
out  of  a deep  personal  need  may  be  God’s  way 
of  communicating  with  us  and  requires  our  posi- 
tive response  to  the  speaker. 

Worship  is  the  center  of  meeting,  and  from 
this  shared  deep  and  intimate  experience  should 
arise  a fellowship  to  unite  us,  our  children,  and 
our  homes  in  a dynamic  relationship. 


YEARLY  MEETING,  I960 

Yearly  Meeting  this  year  will  be  held  at  Willamette 
University,  Salem,  Oregon,  August  14  to  19.  The  first 
general  session  will  be  in  the  early  evening  of  Monday, 
August  14,  but  members  of  Interim  Committee  and  other 
Yearly  Meeting  committees  will  hold  sessions  through  the 
day  Monday. 

The  college  is  near  the  center  of  the  city  of  Salem, 
convenient  to  train  and  bus,  but  there  is  a 60-acre  park 
five  blocks  away  which  will  provide  excellent  recrea- 
tion facilities.  Lodging  will  be  in  three  donnitories, 
with  single  beds,  one  to  three  in  a room.  Cots  will  be 
available  for  children.  There  is  a big,  new  auditorium 
for  plenary  sessions.  One  complication  is  that  the 
cafeteria  is  small,  and  we  shall  have  to  eat  in  two  shifts. 
Plans  are  not  yet  completed  for  camping,  and  announce- 
ment will  be  made  later.  The  cost  will  be  $2  a day  for 
overnight  accommodations,  and  about  $3  for  meals. 
Fuller  information  on  rates  will  be  in  a later  Bulletin.

MEETINGS  ON  INDIANS  AFFAIRS 

Interest  of  Friends  and  Friends’  organizations  in 
Indian  affairs  was  indicated  at  the  annual  convention  of 
the  National  Congress  of  American  Indians,  held  Dec- 
ember 7 to  11,  in  Phoenix,  Arizona.  This  nation-wide, 
all- Indian  organization  of  over  70  tribes  maintains  an 
office  in  Washington,  D.C.  which  implements  their 
legislative  concerns  and  represents  Indian  interests  in 
various  areas  of  activity. 

Mary  Warren,  of  Whitleaf  Meeting,  chairman  of  the 
A.F.S.C.  Pacific  Southwest  Indian  Committee,  was  at 
the  convention,  with  Kimmis  Hendrick,  Clara  Sturges 
Johnson,  and  Julia  Raymond  of  her  committee.  Of  the 
A.F.S.C.  program  staff,  there  were  present  Juan  Pascoe, 
Charles  McEvers,  Marjorie  Torres,  Tillie  Walker,  and 
Norman  and  Ednah  Illsley.  Kimmis  Hendrick,  West 
Coast  editor  for  the  Christain  Science  Monitor,  provided 
his  usual  discerning  editorial  insight  for  his  nation-wide 
audience.  The  convention  program  covered  a wide  var- 
iety of  Indain  problems,  including  termination  of  federal 
responsibility  for  tribal  affairs.

San  Fernando  Meeting 

The  most  significant  news  that  the  Indian  Committee 
has  to  report  is  concerning  the  Second  Friends  Seminar 
on  Indian  Affairs,  held  at  Albuquerque,  N.M.,  Feb- 
ruary 4 to  7,  1960.  Charles  Davis,  of  Oakhurst,  Calif., 
attended,  and  the  Northwest  was  represented  by  Mary 
Isley  of  Aberdeen,  Wash.  Representatives  came  from 
Friends  organizations,  such  as  A.F.S.C.  office  in  Phil- 
adelphia, Chicago,  San  Francisco,  Pasadena  and  Seattle, 
the  Friends  Committee  on  National  Legislation,  Yearly 
Meetings  in  Baltimore,  New  York  and  Kansas,  and  the 
Associated  Executive  Committee  of  Eriends  on  Indian 
Affairs,  which  has  been  active  in  the  Midwest  since 
1869.  There  was  an  excellent  spirit  of  togetherness  a- 
mong  all  the  Eriends  of  various  kinds. 

Among  the  concerns  were  Indian  health,  education, 
assistance  in  adjustment  for  Indians  leaving  the  reser- 
vations; but  the  deepest  concern  was  to  understand  and 
preserve  the  cultural  and  spiritual  values  of  the  Indian 
people.Two  out  of  four  of  the  discussion  group  chose  to 
deal  with  this  topic.  Needless  to  say,  they  did  not  get 
very  far  in  the  short  time,  but  the  participants  went 
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away  with  the  concern  on  their  hearts,  and  will  continue 
to  work  on  it. 

A related  concern  was  the  need  for  support  of  Christ- 
ian missions  among  Indians.  There  are  such  missions 
among  the  Kickapoo  and  Seneca  in  Oklahoma. 

Out  of  the  discussions  on  legislation  came  a resolu- 
tion concerning  the  proposed  Kinzua  Dam  scheduled  to 
be  started  in  Pennsylvania,  in  spite  of  the  protests  of  the 
Seneca  tribe  that  their  land  will  all  be  flooded.  This 
land  was  designated  to  them  in  a treaty  in  1879.  Engi- 
neers have  pointed  out  fallacies  in  the  Army’s  plans  and 
have  suggested  better  locations,  but  both  the  engineers 
and  the  Indians’  protests  are  being  ignored. 

Most  of  the  employees  of  the  Bureau  of  Indian  Af- 
fairs are  concerned  individuals  with  a good  understand- 
ing of  the  problems  involved,  but  any  government 
agency  is  hemmed  around  and  limited  by  specific  leg- 
islation and  pressures  from  many  sources.  Therefore  it 
is  necessary  to  have  free,  private  groups  like  Friends 
willing  to  learn  to  understand  and  bring  infhmce  and 
help. 

The  outstanding  immediate  benefical  result  of  the 
Seminar  is  the  communication  that  has  been  accomplish- 
ed among  all  the  Friends’  agencies.  The  contribution 
of  this  commnnication  is  one  of  the  objectives  of  the 
Seminar  group.  We  do  not  yet  know  just  how  this  is 
to  be  done,  but  we  believe  Pacific  Yearly  Meeting 
should  recognize  and  assist  this  effort,  if  possible.  The 
Pacific  Yearly  Meeting  Committee  is  allocating  $20  from 
its  present  budget  for  the  Seminar.  We  recommend 
that  the  Yearly  Meeting  provide  some  money  in  next 
year’s  budget  to  assi.st  the  seminar  to  continue.  The 
exact  amount  can  be  better  determined  later  as  soon  as 
we  know  the  plans  of  the  Continuing  Committee. 

It  sould  be  of  interest  that  one-third  of  all  Indians  in 
the  United  States,  and  31,000  in  British  Columbia  are 
in  the  area  of  Pacific  Yearly  Meetings:  Arizona,  77,000; 
New  Me.xico,  50,800;  California,  27,900;  Oregon,  7,500; 
plus  Nevada  and  Washington.

Then  there  was  an  organized  youth  pro- 
gram with  Bob  Vogel  as  leader,  and  at  8:30  Ed  and 
Marian  Sanders  showed  pictures  and  spoke  of  the  trip 
they  had  last  summer  to  Europe. 

Saturday  night  turned  out  to  be  cold  and  windy,  and 
the  sleep  of  some  was  disturbed  by  the  scraping  of 
branches  on  the  roofs.  But  on  Sunday  morning  at  8:30 
members  of  Ministry  and  Oversight  met  together,  with 
Olivia  Davis  as  chairman.  Meeting  for  worship  followed 
at  11;  this  was  largely  attended,  as  some  who  could  not 
be  there  for  the  whole  week  end  were  able  to  come 
to  this  meeting. 

As  we  sat  in  a big  semicircle  facing  the  huge  stone 
fireplace  of  the  Presbyterian  Conference  hall,  with  a 


cross  of  white  stones  in  the  center  of  the  masonry  and 
a wood  fire  burning,  my  thoughts  turned  to  the  suffering 
Jesus,  whose  incarnate  love,  revealed  through  the  Holy 
Spirit,  is  poured  out  upon  His  children.  The  need  was 
expressed  for  a closer  walk  with  Him;  we  thought  of 
the  perils  and  hopes  of  our  age,  the  seed  that  it  may 
live  again,  and  the  belief  that  love  may  at  last  conquer 
all.

SANTA  CLARA  AUXILIARY 

Palo  Alto  Meeting  continues  its  activities  in  organizing 
and  carrying  out  work  with  the  Santa  Clara  County  Jail 
Auxiliary.  At  least  150  families  of  prisoners  were  contacted 
this  year.  The  women  prisoners  in  the  county  jail  have 
been  visited  twice  or  three  time  a week.  A self-help 
project  started  last  March  sold  products  of  handwork, 
and  the  proceeds  went  into  a transportation  fund  so  that 
women  could  reach  their  destinations  after  release  . . . 
For  the  fourth  year  in  succession  men  incarcerated  at 
Christmas  have  been  enabled  to  sign  up  for  boxes  of 
gifts  and  food  for  their  families.  The  committee  packed 
200  boxes,  which  were  delivered  by  the  Sheriff’s  de- 
partment. The  third  annual  party  for  families  was  held; 
parents  attended  with  about  185  children!  Auxiliary 
funds  have  paid  rents,  restored  utilities,  bought  food. 
Much  misery  has  been  ameliorated  by  these  services,  and 
the  men  in  the  jail  are  deeply  appreciative.

Pacific  Yearly  Meeting  bas  been  able  to 
raise  $6,000  towand  this  project,  which  was  endorsed 
at  the  1959  session  of  Pacific  Yearly  Meeting.  A few 
large  contributions  supplemented  the  smaller  amounts 
raised  by  a large  number  of  Meetings  and  individuals 
in  our  Yearly  Meeting.
